Mrs. Ly nch, who was dead, had been 
aho t thro ugh the left breast with a 
bullet fro m a rev o lv er, and Ly nch, who 
bad been sho t In the right temple by 
the same weapo n which killed his 
erlfe, was unco nscio us and in a dy ing 
co nditio n. 
The news o f the murder and sup­ 
po sed suicide bro ught a large cro wd 
o f men and wo men to the scene o f the 
and a few minutes later the 
dead bo dy o f Rufus Bruce was fo und 
ly ing o n the sidewalk abo ut fo rty feet 
fro m the o ther bo dies. He had been 
« ho t back o f the left ear, and his death 
was pro bably InsUnUneo us.

To lv er was fo und In Bruce’s po ckeL 
but ncme o f the cartridges had been 
discharged. 
The theo ry generally entertained In 
Windso r Is that Ly nch

wife In Bruce’s co mpany , and, co ming 
upo n them unawares, sho t and killed 
bis wife’s admirer. Mrs. Ly nch, It Is 
auppo sed. fled alo ng the sidewalk, and 
was o v ertaken by her husband, who 
pressed 
the rev o lv er 
against 
her 
breast and flred, inflicting a wo und 
which caused Instant death. 
The murderer being satisfied o f the 
death o f the two , then placed the muz- 
cle o f the rev o lv er against his • right 
temple and fell mo rtally wo unded. 
Bruce was a single man, abo ut 36 
peer« o ld, and was emplo y ed in a liv ­ 
ery stable. 
He had ho me a go o d 
character. The Ly nchs are surv iv ed 
by their two little children. 
Dr. B. B. Barr, o f Clinto n, co ro ner o f 
Henry co unty , was no tified o f the mur­ 
der and suicide, and he will ho ld an 
Inquest at Windso r this fo reno o n.

N ew York senate has under 
consideration a corrupt practices act 
some of the features of which are in­ 
teresting. 
The law’ 
provides 
that 
any voter may secure an investigation 
of the vote of his county by petition­ 
ing the court of his county and de­ 
positing $250 as a guarantee of good 
faith. 
The court must then investi­ 
gate and under an amended law which 
gives the widest liberty in compelling 
the production 
of 
campaign book s 
and accounts and requiring commit­ 
teemen and others to give testimony , 
regardless of the danger of incrimin­ 
ating themselves. 
Should it be es­ 
tablished that one vote has been pur­ 
chased in a voting district, the party 
buy ing the vote loses its entire vote 
in the district. 
Should both parties 
be convicted of buy ing votes, both 
lose all their votes in that aistrict. 
If corrupt practices 
are established 
throughout an entire district, city or 
county , as the case may be, the elec­ 
tion is invalid and another must be 
held. 
The Nebrask a State Journal 
say s the bill is not too drastic to meet 
modern political conditions, but de­ 
clares that if it becomes a law it will 
require the services of a Solomon to 
put it into effect without injustice. 
The volunteer outside committee that 
handles money and does much of the 
work of corruption can not be reach­ 
ed.

BREAKING A TRAIL 


In a Frozen Wilderness Is 
Truly Difficult. 


QUITE 
PICTURESQUE ALSO. 


So Say s a Writer In Scribner’s Maga­ 
zine, Who Has Certainly Vis­ 
ited the Scene. 


To break trail is to p ack with y ou r 
snow-shoes the 
soft 
and nncru sted 
snow into a more solid p ath, so that 
the d ogs and the toboggans may be 
brou ght forward to where y ou mak e 
camp , 
say s 
Scribner’s 
Magazine. 
Ev en the 'snow-shoes, 
two 
feet in 
wid th, sink a foot or eighteen inches 
at ev ery step . 
The snow cru mbles 
and p iles in on top of the web, so 
that y ou hav e to tear each step with 
a wrench and a k ick and a clou d of 
frozen white. 
You go forward , y ou 
rest, y ou go forward again, forcing 
y ou r way laboriou sly throu gh no one 
can say how many feet of snow. The 
weariness enters into the v ery marrow 
of y ou r bones. The snow-shoe strap 
mov es back and forth ju st enou gh 
across the moose-hid e moccasins to 
gall the foot to the toes, the mu scles 
across the instep ache with k nife-lik e 
cu ts with ev ery step as y ou lift the 
heav y weight of snow that cov ers the 
shoe ou t of sight. 
I remember this first d ay ou t we 
stop p ed mid way across the lak e to 
rest. 
The gu id es d rop p ed the tu mp - 
line from the forehead to their shou ld ­ 
ers, cu t some tobacco from a p lu g, 
ru bbed it between their hand s, and 
filled short black p ip es. The d ogs lay 
flat on the snow and bit and chewed 
at the solid lu mp s of ice that had 
gathered on 
the 
p aws. 
With the 
hand le of my ax I scrap ed from my 
snow-shoe the frozen masses of ice 
that had gathered u nd er my moccasins 
and were wearing blisters on my feet. 
We rested here only a few minu tes, 
and then the bitter cold d rov e u s on 
again, for no man d ares to stop long 
in su ch a temp eratu re. 
This break ing trail is v ery p ictu r­ 
esq u e to an ou tsid e observ er. Often­ 
times afterward , when, u nencu mbered , 
I had gone on ahead , 
I wou ld stop and 
tu rn 
and 
watch the gu id es—black 
p y gmies stru ggling throu gh the bou nd ­ 
less stretch of white, with their heav i­ 
ly load ed toboggans in great clou d s 
of snow. With their shou ld ers thru st 
forward and their head s bent to the 
trail, they wou ld swing along at an 
ev en strid e across the lev el ex p anse 
of frozen snow% brok en only by the 
thin line of trail stretching behind 
them off into the d istance, and by the 
many still narrower track s of the fox 
criss-crossing here and there on the 
smooth su rface.

because they had found it convenient 
to steal cotton waste from the Balti­ 
more and Ohio shops, which waste 
was of a peculiar kind , and could not 
be found any where else in the neigh­ 
borhood .

The prints of the feet show’ed that 
two of the men had worn shoes very 
much run d own at the heels, while 
the sharper marks ind icated that the 
third had new shoes. The sheriff then 
learned from a local d ealer that one 
of the suspected men had recently 
bought a pair of shoes. He obtained 
an exact d uplicate of the pair pur­ 
chased , and they fitted the sharply 
d efined tracks.^ 
He thought it was about time to act, 
and so placed tw’o of the men und er 
arrest, and they implicated the third . 
After that, just to clinch the case, he 
took them out to the factory gate and 
asked them if they woiil "^.compare 
their thumbs with the mai 
w’hich 
appeared on the gate. 
The ‘jnprint | 
correspond ed exactly with, the config­ 
uration of the lines of a thumb of one 
of The men. They ad mitted that they 
had all gone throiight that gate. 
“And by the way ." said the sheriff, 
“I might as well tell y ou that y ou ran 
away from that factory like Sam Hill 
after y ou set the fire.” 
“How d o y ou know that?" they 
asked . 
“Because," he answered , “the tracks 
lead ing away from the works d id not 
show’ much of the heels, and a man 
when'he runs fast goes on the balls 
of his feet."

SLICING TO DEATH 


Of Criminals Has Been Abolished In 
China. 


In response to a memorial of Wu 
Ting Fang, an imperial ed ict in China 
abolishes the punishment of slicing 
to d eath and substitutes immed iate 
d ecapitation. 
The exposure 
of 
the head s and 
bod ies of people after execution will 
also be abolished . 
Immed iate strangulation is substi­ 
tuted for the punishment of d ecapita­ 
tion. 
A reprieve until after the autumn 
assizes is substituted for immed iate 
strangulation, and three reprieves an­ 
nul the d eath penalty .

GEN. LEE IS DEAD. 


He Expired Late Friday Night 
in Washington. 


FOUGHT FOR CONFEOERACY. 


General Lee Represented Third Gen­ 
eration of Famous Virginia 
Family of Lees. 


Washington, 
April 
29.—General 
Fitzhngh Lee, U. S. A., retired, and 
one of the Virginia’s foremost sons, 
died at the Providence hospital here 
last night from an attack of apoplexy 
which he suffered 
on Friday night 
at 11:20 o’clock on a train while en 
route from Boston to Washington. 
The end was peaceful and without 
pain, the general remaining conscious 
until within five minutes of the end. 
Half an hour before death General 
Lee r^x)gnized his brother, 
Daniel 
Lee, who came into the room for a 
m om ent 
A pathetic feature of the case is 
that, although General Lee was bless­ 
ed with a fapoilly consisting of a wife 
and five children, not one of them was 
with him at the time of his death. 
The general was 68 years of age. 
Arrangements for General Lee’s fu­ 
neral, together with the selection of 
th© place of interm ent of the remains, 
will not be made until after the ar­ 
rival in Washington of Mrs. Lee, who 
is now on her way to Washington, 
from Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. Meanwhile, 
the body will be prepared for burial 
and will remain at the hospital. 
It 
is possible that the body may be laid 
to rest at the National cemetery at 
'Arlington, although it is expected that 
General Lee’s friends may make an 
effort to have a site chosen somewhere 
tíse in Virginia, the state in which he 
lived BO many years and with whose 
interests he was so strongiy identi­ 
fied. 
A widow and five children survive 
General Lee. Two of the boys are ar-

The 
decision of the courts that one school 
board can not bind its successor is 
still the law’, and superintendents and 
teacher.s can not be employed for a 
longer term than one year. 
Attorney General Hadley’s opinion 
that county boards of education may 
select the text books to be used in the 
schools under their jurisdiction w’ill 
have the effect of continuing uniform­ 
ity by counties and of 
preventing 


m a n y changes in books for two years 
at least. The county board’s term is 
two years, hence its selections will 
be for that period. 
The most important work of the 
public schools is the line of English, 
and it has been perhaps the poorest 
work done in the schools of Missouri 
for several years. 
The language les­ 
sons, grammar and rhetoric that have 
been used for eight years, do not make 
a series in any sense. 
Teachers in 
following one text are continually un­ 
doing what has been done. Above ev­ 
erything else, county boards of educa­ 
tion should revise the course of study 
along this line. 
There is a demand for some change 
in text books In English (language 
lessons and grammar) and in 
States history. 
County boards 
will 
doubtless hesitate to make changes m 
these unless they can secure satisfac­ 
tory prices. So far as prices are con­ 
cerned, Missouri has had good con­ 
tracts for eight years. 
No state has 
had greater reduction from list prices 
of books. County boards can continue 
these prices by refusing to consider 
changes at higher prices. 
There is no certainty that the pub­ 
lishers and dealers will 
ent prices for the bo<.ks now m use 
„nless the county hoards see to .t that 
definite arrangements 
are made for 
furnishing 
them. 
Any arrangement 
should include both publishers 
and 
Tealers. It is hoped that the repea o 
the old text book law will give better 
hooks at about the same prices.
